• Group I: claims 1-30, drawn to a method of large scale virus production; 
where the special technical feature is, allegedly, the use of gas sparging in 
virus production. 

• Group II: claims 3 1-35-37-41, 43 and 45, drawn to a method of producing a 
virus seed stock free of cell lysis components; where the special technical 
feature is, allegedly, the production and harvesting of intracellular and 
extracellular virus from host cells without the aid of any added cell lysis 
component. 

• Group III: claims 36, 42, 44 and 46, drawn to an unclarified virus seed stock; 
where the special technical feature is, allegedly, the production and harvesting 
of intracellular and extracellular virus from host cells without the aid of any 
added cell lysis component.
